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FROM  PRESIDENT  ROOSEVELT’S  MESSAGE  TO  CONGRESS,  TRANSMITTING  REORGANIZATION 
PLAN  NO.  2: 

I  have  also  considered  the  prohlem  of  certain  public  lands  in  so  far  as 
they  present  overlapping  jurisdiction  between  the  Departments  of  the  Interior 
and  Agriculture. 

In  so  far  asr  crops,  including  tree  crops,  are  involved  there  is  some¬ 
thing  to  be  said  for  their  retention  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  But 
where  lands  are  to  be  kept  for  the  primary  purpose  of  recreation  and  perma¬ 
nent  public  use  and  conservation  they  fall  more  logically  into  the  Department 
of  the  Interior.

UTILIZATION  STUDIES: 

Range  Examiner  Deming  has  devised  a  method  of  making  range  utilization 
checks  on  the  Federal  range.  This  method  follows  the  natural  laws  of  plant 
growth  and  their  endeavor  to  survive  against  the  odds  of. climate  and  use. 

In  demonstrating  this  method,  Mr.  Deming  has  conducted  field  trips  in  14 
grazing  districts  located  in  Colorado,  Utah,  and  Wyoming.  Accompanying  him 
were  stockmen  and  the  administrative  officials  of  the  districts.  On  one  oc¬ 
casion  the  entire  advisory  board  joined  the  party  and  all  who  have  come  in 
contact  with  this  method  of  range-use  appraisal  endorse  it  highly.  Briefly, 
the  method  involves  the  recording  on  appropriate  forms  of  the  actual  range 
use  and  a  comparison  of  range  conditions  based  on  the  observations  made  with 
the  records  of  licensed  use  on  the  area.  These  comparisons  supply  the  basis 
for  range  management  practices  involving  correct  grazing  seasons  and  proper 
stocking  of  the  range.

FIRST  NATIONAL  WILD  LIFE  EXPERIMENT  STATION  DEDICATED: 

Dedication  of  the  Patuxent  Research  Refuge  comprising  approximately 
3,000  acres  near  Bowie,  Maryland,  under  the  administration  of  the  Bureau  of 
Biological  Survey  was  sponsored  by  the  National  Wild  Life  Federation,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  on  Saturday,  June  3,  at  3  p.m. 

The  projected  program  for  this  first  national  wild  life  experiment  sta¬ 
tion  is  intended  to  benefit  wild  life  in  general;  to  find  out  under  what 
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conditions  wild  life  may  be  produced  on  wastelands  retired  from  agriculture? 
and  to  determine  the  interrelationships  of  agricultural  and  forestry  prac¬ 
tices  upon  wild  life. 

Ruffed  grouse,  wild  turkeys,  and  whitetail  deer  are  being  restored.  Bob- 
white  quail,  the  principal  upland  bird  in  the  East,  is  receiving  primary  con¬ 
sideration.  Opossums,  squirrels,  foxes,  skunk,  raccoons,  and  muskrats  are  on 
the  refuge.  Waterfowl  will  be  studied  on  the  lake,  and  it  is  planned  to  re¬ 
introduce  beaver  in  suitable  locations.  In  addition  to  general  farming  and 
forestry  practices,  game  bird  and  animal  propagation  will  be  undertaken  to  im¬ 
prove  game  farming  technique. 

Formal  dedication  of  the  refuge  was  made  by  Hon.  Henry  A.  Wallace,  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Agriculture?  addresses  were  made  by  Hon.  Key  Pittman,  Chairman,  U,  S. 
Senate  Committee  on  Conservation?  Hon.  A.  Willis  Robertson,  Chairman,  House 
Committee  on  Conservation?  and  Dr.  Ira  N.  Gabrielson,  Chief,  Bureau  of  Biolog¬ 
ical  Survey. 

The  formal  dedication  was  followed  by  a  barbeque  for  the  officials  of  the 
National  Wild  Life  Federation  and  their  friends  at  the  picnic  grounds  on  the 
refuge  property.  The  dedication  was  attended  by  the  following  members  of  the 
Division  of  Grazing:  R.  H.  Rutledge,  Edward  N.  Kavanagh,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Depue 
Falck,  Jean  McManus,  and  Pauline  Coleman.
